TO OUR CONSUMERS: 


The shortage oC gas which practically every gas company experienced during the 


last throe months has demonstrated tbe necessity oL' securing an additional supply of 
gas in order that our consumers may not suffer, and it is pur desire that the public 
should be acquainted with the situation. 


When the. present, management assumed control o£ tV e local plant in 1900, it had 


745 consumers in UnioiitownT 342 in (ponnellsvllle and New Haven; 35 in Dunbar; S 
in Dawsort, and '222 in Scottdale,—a tcital of 1352. 


The gas service at Mt. Pleasant hajd been suspended for about eight (S) years pre- 


vious to the lime tho present management laid in now lines and furnished a sufficient 
supply. 


The gas supply was very short, and generally considered about exhausted. 
The 


new owners inaugurated a vigorous campaign of development work, and succeeded in 
greatly increasing thu supply. 


A few years later, the supply from the Mason town n'elcl. which had been augment- 


ed by the purchase of the Menallen Gas Company, tho Hildred Gas Company, and the 
MarieLta-Stiliwagou Gas Wells, commenced to show unmistakable evidence of exhaus- 
tion, and it became necessary to go i'urther afield for new supply, with the result that 
a line was laid to Marlon and Monongalia counties, West Virginia. 


In 1910 the depiction of the latter field was so marked that a contract was made 


with the Hope Natural Gas Company, which had a large amount o£ gas territory in 
Doddridge, Harrison, Lewis and Ritchie counties, West Virginia, and which has boon 
our main source of supply since that time. 


The latter fields tire also playing out. and last fall the main trunk lines were ex- 


tended further south to connect with GUmer, Calhoun, Roaue and Kanaw'aa counties, 
but even .with this connection and the further fact that we purchased the gas from nine 
wells in Fayotte and Westmoreland counties. Pennsylvania, owned by other compa- 
nies, the supply was inadequate; for our requirements. 


Our consumers have increased from 1352 to 11,345, an increase of 742 per cent., 


and it naturally requires much more gas to supply our demands than it did 1G years 
ago, and of course the transportation facilities must also be much greater. 


lu 1910 the price of gas advanced to 27U, cents per thousand, SINCE WHICH TIME 


THERE HAS UEEN NO INCREASE IN THE DOMESTIC RATE. 


It is well known that the price of gas must necessarily be advanced, because the 


available supply is rapidly being exhausted, and THERE IS NO MORE BEING MADE. 


Each year sees the gas companies extending their lines further, and going greater 


distances to obtain a supply. 


They cannot be expected to continue doing so without adequate compensation for 


the money expended and risk involved. 


Compared with its usefulness and convenience Natural Gas is by far the cheapest 


commodity the housekeeper buys, and some clay we will realize that it is better to pay 
a fair price for it than to go without. 


The price of tubing, casing, line pipe, and in fact all material used in the drilling 


of wells and construction of gas lines, has advanced to prohibitive prices. 


Two yours ago our pipe cost us from :>yi) to §35 per ton. Today it is selling at 


from $!)0 to $100 per ton, and it is impossible to get large quantities or prompt deliv- 
eries at any price. 


In the meantime the price of coal has ;ilso greatly advanced, and in some instances 


it lias more than doubled, causing an unusual demand for gas because it is cheaper and 
more convenient. 


Fuel oil. which also competes with gas. has advanced over 200 per cent. In fact, 


NATURAL GAS is the only commodity which has NOT BEEN ADVANCED. 


This Company is going to make an effort to secure an adequate supply of gas. It . 


has secured a number of leases in prospective territory, some di&tance from our pres- 
ent system, and which will require considerable pipe to reach. In order to assist in the 
extraordinary expenditure, tho Company finds it necessary to increase the price of gas, 
as we believe thai our patrons would rather pay a trifle more than suffer the incon- 
venience of a possible shortage next winter. Therefore we are posting notices, and are 
filing with the Public Service Commission of Pennsylvania, a supplement to our rate 
and tratlic schedule, effective April 2ij, 1!)17, when tbe domestic rate will be 3oc subject 
to the usual discount of 2'/<.c per thousand for prompt payment, making the net rate 
32',o per thousand cubic feet, which is an increase of five cents, or a fraction over IS 
per cent., and which will be recognized as a very moderate and reasonable advance, 
as compared with th'o price of other fuel and materials. 


\Ve have in course of preparation a booklet of "General Instructions and Informa- 


tion upon the I'su of Gas in the Home," and which will be mailed to each consumer as 
soon as received from the pnliters. This is gotten it]) by our experts, telling the con- 
sumer of the most modern and most economical methods of using natural gas. This, 
we believe, if practised, will enable the greater' number of consumers to reduce their 
consumption enough to save at least this increase in price.
